A 61-year-old Cucamonga ‘wo- 
man and a two-year-old Etiwanda 
child were injured Sunday in acci- 
dents in their respective communi- 
ties, San Bernardino highway pa- 
trolmen reported this morning. 
One accident, in which no injuries 
occurred, took place in Upland. 

In a grave condition with a pos- 
sible skull fracture, a broken col- 
lar bone and ribs and two broken 
legs is Larry Flores, 2, son of 
Manual! Flores, 505 North Foothill, 
Etiwanda. 

The child was struck by a car 
driven by John W. Lockhart, Long 
Beach. Lockhart told officers’ he 
was driving south on Etiwand& 
avenue at about 50 miles an hour. 
He turned slightly toward the 
center of the road to avoid a group! 
of pedestrians, and struck thé 
child who ran directly in front of. 
his vehicle, he said. 

Lockhart immediately stopped 
and took the boy to San Antonio 
Community hospital where emer- 
gency treatment was administered. 
Lockhart was not cited, according 
to officers.

Senator Vandenberg (R-Mich), 
presiding officer of the Senate, an- 
nounced Marshall’s endorsement

bated the program calling for 
$400,000,000 in economic and lim- 
ited military assistance to Greece 
and Turkey. 

Marshal! outlined his views in a 
communication from Moscow to 
Vandenberg, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations committee. 

The program, proposed by Presi- 
dent Truman to bulwark the Med- 
iterranean countries against Com- 
munism, will come to a vote in 
the senate at 1 p.m. (EST) tomor- 
row. ;

We know you recently refused to 
,give food to Yugoslavia, which 
fought against our common foes, 
Nazi Germany and Fascist Italy. 
Instead you hasten to aid Turkey, 
which, during the war years, sup- 
plied Germany as it could.”
